plant. Still no mosquitoes. Mind 
you we are not complaining. A 
good day especially the fact that 
we had seen our Spicebush 
Swallowtails. 

Can the Spicebush Swallowtail 
have other host shrubs than the 
Spicebush? The Audubon guide 
says that the Sassafras and various 
Bay species are suitable hosts on 
which to lay their eggs. There are 
Sassafras shrub/trees in Point 
Abino. Access to the Point now is 
prohibited until October. So I 
guess no opportunity to check 
them out. 

I like what the guide says and I 
quote: “ A grand and beautiful but¬ 
terfly, the Spicebush Swallowtail 
takes nectar from Joe-Pye weed, 
jewelweed, and honeysuckle," All 
of which are found at Marcy 
Woods.” 

“ Sharon of Canada,” works tire¬ 
lessly to scatter milkweed seeds on 
both sides of the border. Her strong 
desire is to provide food and places 
for Monarch butterflies to eat and 
lay eggs. She realizes that milkweed 
seeds can not be transported 
across the Peace bridge. So her 
hope is to see the Monarch butter¬ 
flies population grow in Fort Erie 
and in Buffalo in 2015. Thanks 
Sharon.
